After intensive Jerusalem Talks 

Kissinger Due Back in Egypt, 
Israel Awaits Trip’s Results

JERUSALEM, Jan. 15 tWP).— 
The Israeli cabinet late tonight 
deferred a decision an the disen- 
gagement of forces along the 
Sues Canal, apparently waiting to 
see whether one more trip to 
Egypt by UjS. Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger would bring 
Cairo's positions any closer to 
Jerusalem’s. 

The cabinet announced that it 
would “wind up the debate on 
proposals for the separation of 
forces on . the Egyptian front at 
the conclusion of talks with Dr. 
Kissinger following his return 
-from his forthcoming visit to 
Egypt.” 

Mr. Kissinger Is to leave for 
Aswan tomorrow morning and is 
expected to return here Thursday. 
Thus, the cabinet could be expect- 
ed to meet late Thursday or Fri- 
day and make a decision Friday. 

Its statement also Raid that the 
Israeli government would “make 
an announcement regarding the 
political and security situation 
and the negotiations on the 
separation of forces” when the 
Knesset (parliament » resumes -Its 
session. This is scheduled for 
Monday. 

. Observers said that the Knesset 
. was unlikely to try to undermine 
the cabinet position and that the 
announcement that a statement 
would be 'made was an effort to 
win over the opposition. 

Some Stalling Seen 

As Mr. Kissinger has shuttled 
back and forth between Aswan 
and Jerusalem;— visiting each na- 
tion since Friday— he has sought 
to narrow the gap between the 
two' countries. But at the same 
time. Egypian and Israeli offices 
are In .an undeclared competition 
to see which can 1 hold out the 
longer and get the most out of 
the three-way talks. 

The major issues holding. up 
the Israeli cabinet decision, it was 
believed, concerned whether Israel 
would be prepared to accept un- 
written assurances and “under- 
standings" about commitments it 
wants Egypt to undertake. These 
■include reopening the Suez Canal, 
the re-eriiabUshment of civilian 
life along the waterway and the ■ 
reduction of troop levels and the 
firepower of forces remaining on 
the two banks. 

Informed sources predicted that 
this government would finally 
Tfccide to go along with same 
assurances that would probably 
be given by ■ the United States, 
takfng. as one source put it* "a - 
risk for peace." 

But the Israelis were under- 
stood to be still demanding some 


Egyptian renunciation. In public, 
of belligerency.

Panel Silent 
OnLikelihood 
Of Accident

WASHINGTON. Jan. 15 'IHTl. 
— Court- appointed, technical ex- 
perts testified today that the 18- 
minute gap In a controversial sub- 
poenaed Watergate-related tape 
involved at least five separate 
erasures and re-recordings. But 
(hey would not speculate on 
whether the gap was caused ac- 
cidentally or deliberately. 

In a report on the 18-minute 
buzz, filed earlier in the day with 
District Judge John J. Sirica, the 
panel of experts unanimously 
found, that “magnetic signatures 
that we l&ve measured on the 
tape shbwth&t the buzzing sounds 
were put. on the tape in the pro- 
cess of erasing and re-recording 
at least five and possibly as many 
as nine separate and contiguous 
segments. 

“Hand operation o f the key- 
board controls of the UHER 5000 
recorder was involved in starting 
and again in stopping the record- 
tag of each segment,” the report 
said. 

The report added that “whether 
the foot pedal was used or not, 
the recording controls must have 
been operated by hand in the 
making of each segment " 

June 28 Tape 

Mr. Nixon’s personal sec retary. 
Hose Mary Woods, used a UHER 
5000 tape recorder when she was 
trying to transcribe the tape In 
question, a June 20, 1972, record- 
ing of a conversation between the 
X Hgldeman. 
*us xnrtner chief ef Axafif, accord- 
ing to her testimony to the court 
lxi late November. 

Miss Woods told the court that 
she had erased a five-minute 
segment of the tape by accidental- 
ly poshing the “record” button 
Instead of the “stop” button when 
her telephone rang. She said she 
had Inadvertently kept hex foot 
on the foot pedal which activated 
the tape machine while talking 
on the telephone. 

A White House counsel testified 
that he bad reproduced the buzz 
with an electric typewriter and a 
high-intensity lamp, which were 
tamed on while the tape record- 
er was running. 

In a prelim inary report on Dec. 
13, the experts disposed of the 
lamp and typewriter theory as 
the source of the buzz. Today's 
report indicated that for Miss 
Woods to he responsible for the 
complete 18-minute gap, while 
she depressed the foot pedal, she 
would have had to push a button 
or switch on the recorder at least 
five times, instead of the one time 
to which she testified. 

Assistant special Watergate 
prosecutor Richard Ben - Venlste 
sought repeatedly to ask an ex- 
pert witness whether the erasures 
on the tape were deliberate. But 
each time, chief White House 
Watergate counsel James St. Clair 
objected on the ground that the 
question was hypothetical. 

Mr. Ben-Veniste finally re- 
phrased the question In the hear- 
ing before Judge Sirica' and ask-

Ford Assails Impeachment Drive

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 «NYT>. 
— In what appeared to be a new, 
more aggressive defense of Pres- 
ident Nixon by the White House. 
Vice-President Ford lashed out 
today at “a few extreme parti- 
sans . . . bent on stretching out 
the ordeal of Watergate for their 
own purposes.” 

In a- speech in Atlantic City, 
Mr. Ford charged that those who 
sought the President's Impeach- 
ment were really attacking the 
President's philosophy and pol- 
icies such as reduced federal 
spending and increased “individ- 
ual independence.” 

Mr. Ford said that the AFL- 
CIO labor organization. Ameri- 
cans for Democratic Action and 
other “powerful pressure organi- 
zations” were engaged in “an all- 
out attack against the President.” 

“*I7ietr aim Is total victory for 
themselves and the total defeat 
not only of President Nixon but 
of the policies for which be 
stands,” the Vice-President de- 
clared. “If they can crush the 
President and bis philosophy, 
they are convinced that they can 
then dominate tbe Congress and, 
through it, the nation.” 

Applauded by 4800 

The harshly worded speech, 
delivered to 4,000 applauding 
members of tbe American Farm 
Bureau Federation, was reminis- 
cent of Spiro T. Agnew's slash- 
ing attacks on critics of the ad- 
ministration. HoweVer, Mr. Ford, 
when questioned by newsmen, 
denied that he was going to 


assume the former Vice-Presi- 
dent's.; counterattack role. 

White House Deputy Press Sec- 
retary Gerald L. Warren said at 
a news briefing today that he had 
“no quarrel” with Air. Ford’s 
speech, but asserted that the 
President had not ordered it. 

Until now, Mr. Nixon has de- 
fended himself against charges 
of misconduct in office by Issu- 
ing denials or by indicating that 
lie is too busy with the affairs 
of the nation to devote his 
energies to what he has suggest- 
ed is the relatively minor Issue 
or Watergate. 

The speech today by tlie Vice- 
President may signal a Watergate 
defense tactic of sharp counter- 
offensive against those waging 
what Mr. Ford described as “a 


massive propaganda campaign 
against t he President-” 

Mr. Ford suggested in his 
speech that Mr. Nixon's assailants 
were a “relatively small group 
of political activists” who were 
trying “to stretch out the ordeal, 
to cripple the President by drag- 
ging out the preliminaries to im- 
peachment for as long as they 
can, and to use the whole affair 
for maximum political advantage." 

Should these activists win, Mr. 
Ford warned, “with tlie super- 
welfare-staters in control of the 
Congress— and the White House 
neutralized as a balancing force 
—we can expect an avalanche of 
fresh government intervention in 
our economy, massive new gov- 
ernment spending, higher taxes 
and a more rampant inflation,”

EEC to Attend Nixon Energy Talks

BRUSSELS, Jan. 16 GHT).— 
Common Market foreign ministers 
today accepted President Nixon’s 
Invitation to attend an energy- 
crisis meeting in Washington cm 
.Feb, H, at which Canada and 
Japan -will also be present 
The acceptance letter indicates, 
however, that &H nine European 
Economic Community nations 
would Hke to -bb. represented and 
not just the five largest coun- 
tries, - as was 1 suggested by Mr. 
Nixon. Tbe ministers- also decided 
. to send Frangois-Xavier Ortoli, 
the EEC Commission president, to 
the talks. 

. They emphasised that the oil- 
producing nations should bo 
closely informed about the con- 
ference. and its intentions to 
avoid any ■■■ "suggestion that the 
talks might lead to a bloc-to-bloc 
confrontation, between the Arab 
producers and the Industrialized 
world. 

The Council of .Ministers also 
stressed that (he .Washington 
talks should explore the . best 
means of handling energy prob- 
lems through existing interna- 
tional institutions such . as the 
United Nations and the Organiza- 
tion for Economic Cooperation 
and Development. 


EEC energy ministers will not 
go to the conference, it was de- 
cided today, because the Common 
Market is anxious to make clear 
the purely political nature of the 
exercise— again to allay any fears 
tbe Arabs might have that the 
community and the United States 
were “ganging up” on the oil- 
producing countries. 

Developing Countries 

The foreign . ministers also 
pointed out that particular con- 
sideration should be given in 
Washington to the implications 
of the energy crisis an nan-oil- 
producing developing countries 
whom own problems, they feel, 
have not had a proper airing 
since the Arab-Israeh October 
conflict. 

Talk of asking the United 
States to postpone the Feb. ll 
date to allow far longer inter- 
EBC consultations was quickly 
brought to an end after a vigor- 
ous appeal by Mr. OrtolL The 
-initial resentment over Mr. Nix- 
on's failure to include Denmark, 
Ireland. Belgium and .. Luxem- 
bourg has evidently been subdued. 
Invited were Britain, Prance 
West Germany, Italy and the 
Netherlands. 

But Michel Jobert of Prancein- 
glsted that the EEC letter to Mr. 


Nixon did not imply an obliga- 
tion on the part of all EEC 
member nations to attend the 
Washington talks. In other words, 
France itself may 'decide not to 
attend. But this uncertainty about 
French Intentions was not regard- 
ed by the others as an obstacle 
to their own attitude toward the 

XTJ5. initiative. 

The foreign ministers spent 
four hours late tonight drafting 
their reply to the Nixon Invitation, 
Although the letter is only three 
paragraphs long, tbe time was 
spent deleting any expressions of 
gratitude or thanks to the United 
States for taking tbe initiative In 
caning the conference. The orig- 
inal drafts of the letter contained 
phrases welcoming the conference 
and expressing in terms of normal 
politeness the EEC's willingness 
to take part in it. 

Opposed by Jobert 
All such phrases were adamant- 
ly opposed by air. Jobert, 
despite the objections of other 
member countries’ ministers. 

The final version of the letter 
is, therefore, notably stork and 
terse, it will be signed by West 
German Chancellor Willy Brandt,

About one-tliird of the guests 
failed to show up tonight at a 
Presidential Palace state dinner. 
Mr. Suharto and Mr. Tanaka 
ignored the day's troubles in 
tea sting each other with wishes 
for, and predictions of, dose 
Japanese- Indonesian ties. 

Earlier in the day. less than, 
tliree blocks from the Presiden- 
tial Palace, several thousand 
young Indonesians stoned win- 
dows and neon signs of Japanese 
establishments, attacked and 
burned Japanese-made automo- 
biles and motorbikes and shouted 
violent anti-Japanese slogans. 
Bonds roamed the city, dis-

More Cold Sufferers Found 
On Monday Than Other Days 

By Stuart Auerbach 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (WPi.— More people suffer from 
colds on Monday than any other day of the week, a team 
of University of Michigan physicians reported yesterday In the 
journal of the American Medical Association. 

They are not maltogertog— trytog to get out of work or 
school according to the physicians' six-year health survey of 
a typical Midwestern town — Tecumseh. Mich. 

“This toils us that what we are observing is & pattern 
of transmission," said Dr, Arnold 8. Monto. who reported on 
the study with Or. Betty M. Oilman. 

According to Dr. Monto. chil dren pick up the colds in 
school during the early part of the week. The ailments go 
through an incubation period during the week and then emerge 
as full-blown colds on the weekend and Monday. 

The study showed that Thursday was the day on which, 
the lowest proportion of Illnesses began, while the number of 
colds increased on Friday, Saturday and Sunday until they 
reached a peak on Monday. 

Over the six years of the study (1965 to 1971) the doctors 
questioned 4,906 residents of Tecumseh (pop. 7.500) every week 
about their respiratory • Illnesses. The doctors found a total 
of 14.600 cases of Alness involving sneezing, sore throats; coughs 
and wheezing.

Army Drug Searches on GIs 
Are Ruled Unconstitutional 
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WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 CWP)* 
—An Army program being used 
to c hee k 145,000 European-based 
GIs to see whether they use 
drugs was ruled unconstitutional 
yesterday by UJ9. District Court 
Judge Gerhard GeselL 

Under the plan, which the 
judge ordered canceled, the sol- 
diers could be subjected to strip 
searches and their private prop- 
erty could be examined by 
Anpy inspectors. The govern- 
ment had argued that the rules 
were .based on “military neces- 
sity* because of the seriousness 
of the problem. 

“Tie doctrine of military ne- 
cessity does not embrace every- 
thing the military may consider 
desirable," Judge Gesell said. 
“One does not automatically for- 
feit the protections of the Con- 
stitution when he enters miliary 
service."

Three days later, Gen. Benjamin O. Davis, 
who is the Department of Transportation official in charge of 
sarety. put Into effect rigorous procedures to screen the half- 
million passengers fand their luggage) who take U.S. com- 
mercial flights every day. This was the first key move taken 
to prevent potential skyjackers from bringing aboard the 
weapons which alone emboldened them to attempt their crimes. 
The second key move, taken a month later, in February 1973, 
was to block off the likeliest r ema i ning haven for skyjackers. 
This was, done by an American-Cuban agreement requiring each 
country to prosecute or extradite individuals who commit vio- 
lence in order to reach the other country. Thus was the 
prospect of a successful skyjacking diminished at both ends. 

One hastens to add that crossed fingers and continued 
vigilance remain essential. But the fact Is that. In American 
skies at least, aerial hijacking has been completely snuffed out 
for a year.

Monteverdi: Modern After 350 Years 


By David Stevens 

AMSTERDAM, Jan. 15 UST).— 
The enormous public success 
two years ago or Its presentation 
of Monteverdi's "LTacrntmasdone 
di Poppea" was not lost on tbe 
Netherlands Opera, which has not 
only revived this production, but 
is devoting the first three weeks 
of January to a full-scale festival 
of the music of this stall-modern 
composer of three and a half 
centuries ago. 

In variety, these "Monteverdi 
"Weeks” have ranged from opera 
("Poppea" and a new staging of 
“Orfeo") to scenic presentations 
of works published in the bodes 
of madrigals (“H Combattimento” 
and “D Baiio deli "In grate”), and 
from religious ("Vespro della 
Beata Verglne") to profane (a 
concert of madrigals ranging over 
several decades of production). 

The performances were in the 
hands of specialists, notably Gus- 
tav Leonhard t and Nikolaus Har- 
noncourt and their customary col- 
laborators ('complete with original 
instruments or copies), augment- 
ed by local, and mainly young, 
singers trained In baroque and 
pre-baroque music. In addition, 
the University of California musi- 
cologist Alan Curtis, responsible 
for the reconstruction of tbe 
“Poppea" score, was again on 
hand as a harpsichordist for that 
revival.

The efforts of Leonhardt and 
Harnoncourt have borne fruit in 
performances of high quality and 
remarkable stylistic unity, and 
the aadien ces— generally youthful 
and seemingly knowledgeable- 
have been enthusiastic. 

All In all, an impressive display 
of durability for the composer 
who pretty much began the whole 
opera business, and who believed 
that “the end of all good music 
Is to move the soul.” 

Worth noting, too, that three 
of tbe works staged here (In one 
case a fragment), as well as the 
work of another composer seen 
elsewhere In Europe within the 
last year (Marco de GagUano’s 
*Dafne H ) were all commissioned 
for and performed In either the 
carnival season or for the prince- 
ly wedding celebrations In Man- 
tua in 1608! Will the real Dukes 
of Mantua (and not just Verdi's 
Imaginary one) please take a 
bow. 

Another real advantage of such 
a concentrated effort is that ie 
becomes possible for the ordinary 
listener to familiarize himself 
with. Monteverdi’s musical voice 
and language — no easy matter, 
and just as fruitful as, say, the 
survey of Webern’s total output 
presented in Paris last falL 
ScenicaOy, matters were mainly 
In the hands of the stage direc- 
tor and designer Hlippo Sanjust, 
who also handled the "Poppea" 
staging of 1971. But he had his 
problems this year, for although 
all the newly staged works are 
more or less in genera rappresen- 
tatxvo. none approaches the genius 
or permanent modernity of “Pop- 
pea." 

Simplicity directness seem- 
ed to be his goal in “Orfeo,” and 
was sometimes achieved, but the 


musical intensity of Lajos Koz- 
ina's Orfeo was mitigated by his 
having to spend so much, of his 
time expressing nT i p ricti from 
either a kneeling or a prone posi- 
tion. 

The problems posed by the 
triple Ml given its first per- 
formance last night at tire Circus 
Theater in Scheveningen were 
even greater. Monteverdi cer- 
tainly envisaged a scenic repre- 
sentation of “H Combattimento 
di Tancredi e Clorfnda,” and 
most of his very specific Instruc- 
tions for this madrigal with 
gestures were faithfully followed. 
But the mimed tight between the 
disguised lovers is hard to pace 
with the detailed narration, and 
tiie movement teetered between 
artful styllration and faintly 
risible realism. But this per- 
formance had an enormous asset 
In tbe Testo of Max van Egmond. 
who confidently ranged from tbe 
narrative clarity to tbe passionate 
Involvement of his role. 

Effectively Staged 

‘U BaHo” was a handsome 
production, combining sets model- 
ed on Giacomo Threffi's I7tfa- 
centray perspective view of the 
entrance to Hades and tbe chaste 
period choreography imagined by 
Michael Holmes. Tbe tale of the 
Ungrateful Souls of women being 
called to account for their rejec- 
tion of the injunctions of Amnr 
was effectively staged and well 
sung by Nelly van der Spek as 
Venus, Lieuwe Visser as Pluto 
on/i ufaww vernde as Amor. 

Between these came a per- 
formance of tfoft famous "Lamento 
d’Ariana,” the sole existing frag- 
ment of the opera that is said 
to have moved the audience to 
tears in Mantua. The young 
Belgian countertenor Bend Jacobs 
gave a fluent and involved per- 
formance, but be had to triumph

stars. 

An extract from the young 
Austrian playwright's “Has par,” a 
play based on the Kaspar Hauser 
legend, was acted by Peter Brook’s 
experiments! studio here two 
seasons ago, but otherwise Hand- 
le's work has been hitherto un- 
seen in France. 

As the text of hts latest ac- 
complishment is a thicket of 
doubletalk, the Espace manage- 
ment has obligingly supplied a 
booklet of ■acplP^ nations. ’ The 
title of the piece — and one vague- 
ly supposes the theme, too — was 
Inspired by a Swiss folk tale 
about a horseman who, trying to 
find Lake Constance, loses his 
way In the night. The villagers 
whean he questions the next 
morning inform him that he has 
crossed the frozen lake in the 
dark and he dies of retrospective 
fright. 

However, the play contains no 
horsanan— though there is a 
riding crop— there are no refer- 
ences to lakes or Switzerland and 
during its course no one drops 
dead. On the contrary, the eve- 
ning ends with a black parlor- 
maid’s delivery of a white baby 
and with her exhibiting the in- 
fant as she renders the piercing, 
shrieks that apparently are an 
imperative to a certain brand of 
theater. 

The scene is a stately hall 
with, a black marble staircase.

In September, 1972, Frederick

European art— together with 
members of his staff, examined 
tbe- picture to London. It was 
brought to Detroit for further 
study and tests three months 
later. The actual purchase was 
made to March, 1973.

In the diagramed deal South 
made a game contract by reject- 
ing- an obvious finesse. 

In standard bidding methods. 
North would open one no-trump, 
and South, would respond two 
spades, attempting to close the 
auction. West would take action, 
however, and probably locate 
the diamond fit, in which 10 
tricks can be made. In doing 
so, North-South might be pushed 
to four spades. 

In practice, North-South were 
using the Precision System and 
North opened one dab, strong 
and artlficiaL South's response 
of two spades showed a six-card 
suit, but not enough hlgh-card 
strength for a positive response. 

The next round of bidding 
needs explanation. West^s double, 
by partnership agreement, show- 
ed length in the red suits. 
North's two no-trump asked Ids 
partner to show a short suit, and 
the double of three diamonds 
showed at most a singleton in 
that suit. North . could now 
judge that the hands would fit

perfectly, and he knew that 
West was likely to have the club 
ace and the heart queen. 

West led his singleton dub 
ace and would probably have 
defeated the contract if he had 
underled his diamond honors to 
obtain a dub ruff. South would 
eventually have taken the heart 
finesse and gone down to defeat. 

But West did not choose to 
take the chance that South’s 
singleton diamond might be the 
jack. He continued with two 
high diamonds and South TUff- 
ed the third trick. He led a 
spade to the ace. returned to 
the frrng and played a third 
round in order to ruff dummy’s 
remaining diamond. 

It was now clear that West's 
distribution was 2-5-5-1, and 
equally clear that the heart 
finesse was unnecessary. The ace 
and king of hearts were cashed, 
dropping East’s queen to his 
considerable annoyance, and the 
contract was claimed for the 
loss of a club trick. 

If the queen had not f allen. 
South would have cashed the 
club and had the pleasant 
choice of end-playing West with a 
heart lead or Bast with a dub 
lead to fthfatm a mff-and-sluff 
and mitlfP thp game.

THREE AMERICAN MORALISTS: 
Mailer, Bellow, Trilling 

By Nathan A. Scott jr. University of Notre Dame Press. 
• 230 VP- f 6 - 95 - 

. Reviewed by Anatole Broyaid" 


ACCORDING to Nathan A. 

Scott Jr, "apocalypticism, as 
a distinctive way of managing 
reality, of course, a method 
which titie. imagination t ends to 
. employ precisely in. those mo- 

• meats when the realities of his- 
tory seem, to be - quite un- 
manageable." We. fall back on 

: the dramatic ellipses of prophecy 
and revelation, an cosmic in- 
cantation, when we no longer 
have what Paul Tfflinh called 
“the courage to be” — "the kind 
of courage.” Mr. Scott ■ says, 
“that permits us to reckon with 
the conditioned and Imperfect 
reality of ourselves and the world 
to which we are committed by hie 
logic of our history.” 

Because it has lost so much of 
its grandeur, we are weary of our 
history. Saddle-sore from rid- 
ing Blake's "horses of instruc-r 
tion," we are thrilled by the roar 
of . his “tigers of wrath.’* Xn the 
context of this crisis of ' moral 
energy in American culture, Mr. 
Scott introduces “Three Amer- 
- lean Moralists: Mailer, Bellow. 
Trifling.” Among thww, these 
three writers triangulate “what 
‘ is most deeply animating in 
American literature of the present 
time.** He sees them as op- 
ponents of that growing “mystical 
militancy,'* as Harrington 

called it, “that mood of eschato- 
logical excitement" that, renoun- 
ces common sense fear what Rank 
Kennode called “file sense of an 

• ending.". 

Describing Norman Mailer as 
“ ovr Whitman,” the author ob- 
serves that, tho u gh he has pro- 
duced no tingle work of fiction 
as good as our best, he is to be 
admired fen* his “singular bra- 
vura,” his “stunning multifarious- 
ness of stratagem” and his rote 
as “an Impresario of language." 
Tracing Mr. Mailer’s gradual dis- 
illusionment with liberal politics, 
Mr. Scott sees him ms now en- 
gaged in spiritual regeneration 
rather than political .reform. He 
has become a “psychic outlaw," 
submitting himself to Conrad's 
“destructive element" in curler to 
. achieve what the philosopher 
Jean Wahl called “transcendence 
downwards." In, “The ; Faustian . 
Contract,” says the Bn giMi critic 
Martin Green, Mr. wratfig p twk ex- 
changed “decorum. -and due pro- 
portion... for powers of intuitive 

• knowledge.” 

Mr. Scott is rather too generous 
In his evaluation of this contract, 
going so far ns to see the pre- 
posterous “anecdote” or plot of 
Mr. Mailer'S “American Dream” 
as "a fantastic extravaganza.” in- 
vented not by Mr. Mailer tat his 
protagonist Rojack “as a device 
wherewith to suggest how bracing 
and renovative it may he, in a 
bullying world.., simply to. re-.' 
lease and revel in the sheer riot 
and fecundity of bis own imagina- 
tive powers.” This Is faraadmihd- _ 
ed indeed, coining from a pro- 
fessor of theology, ahd his read- 
ing of “Why Are We hi Viet- 
nam?” borders an blasphemy, if 
such a “moral” word still has any 
currency. 


Soul Bellow Is congratulated fo, 
refusing, in the voice of his char, 
meters, to “live a disappointed 

life,” to surrender to the easy 

melodrama of the “Wasteland 
outlook.” Bearing upon them, 
stives “the characteristic stigmata 
of the age— Its anomie, its nos- 
talgia, its afleriattoh,'' the Bellow 
characters increasingly move to. 
ward "dfttardenment.” Healing 
their angst with irony, they fan 
.rather than climb into blessedness 
through a “comedy of redetap. 
tlon.*! Like Mr. Sammler of *x- 
Sa m mic e's Planet" they seek a 
contract with the world— not a 
Faustian fling at the infinite but 
an insurance policy of Integrity 
Their commitment to morality fc 
expressed in an aid-fashion^ 
sententiousness of tone that is ex- 
quisitely emmterpointed by a sa-. 
danic modernity. 

His passion for Ideas leads Mr 
Scott- to describe Lionel Trlpingw 
novel “The Middle of the Joq r . 
ney" as “one of the most absorb- 
ing and one of the most brilliant- 
ly written novels, of our time”— 
a verdict that might startle even 
the author of that book. Ad- 
dressing himself “to what lite*. 
tore doer rather than merely to 
what It Is,” Mr. Trilling a 
at the point where it Intersects 
with culture. The culture witt, 
which most of the . important 
American novels of our time in- 
tersect is liberal, and Mr. Trl ttw 
holds a “pejorative" view of the 
hberal imagination, which, at 
Scott observes, is recurrently sur- 
prised by the “contradictions and 
paradoxes of moral life." and 
which squirms under an “imp®, 
tience .with the finitude of matt* 
Liberals, laments Mr. Trilling 
do not liberate. Infatuated with 
rationality, they suffer, in m- 
Scott’s formulation, from “that 
great modern passion for the 
clear and distinct idea”— a pas.

Tintin Goes to America

T> RUSSELS, OHD.— It is Just possible 
u that Americans are unaware of the 
dimensions of the phenomenon that will 
descend upon them when the first volumes 
of a European comic strip are published 
by Atlantic Monthly Press this spring. 
Perhaps it would be helpful to compare 
Tintin and his comrades to the colony that 
Walt Disney founded on UiS. shores. 

"Tintin is the revenge of adolescents,” 
his creator explains. For Tintin, boy repor- 
ter and gangbuster with a tuft of blond 
hair which makes him took tinier than he 
acts, and a supporting cast of recurring 
oddball characters represent something 
more than a footnote to popular culture. 
And since he has been around since 1829 
it's fair to say that several generations have 
been exposed to the Tintin legend. The 
other tiling that has to be said is that 
Tintin is international. The volumes seem 
to be equally cherished possessions In 
Arabic, Greek, Hebrew, Japanese and 
Persian erif frinnn. 

In an, SS million hardcover books have 
been sold to date in 26 countries and 16 
iunp ia p s. jrhe fallout is abundant: fun- 
length merries. TV films and breakfast 
foods, children’s clothing and dolls, bubble 
gum and alarm clocks. 

The Founder 

The founder of this empire is Brussels- 
bom Georges Remi, who turns 67 this year. 
'With no particular training in art except 
some early tries at comic strips for a Boy 
Scout magazine, he Invented Tintin while 
working for a Belgian newspaper 45 years 
ago. A clear influence was tbe American 
comic strip, especially George MscMaaus's 
"Bringing Dp Father." Mr. Remi began 
to sign his work “Herge,” which is tbe 
French pronunciation, reversed, of his 

Ini Mala 

The Tintin stories in weekly installments 
grew into books; later a magazine was 
launched for the strips. 


Ur. Remi continues to draw his own 
characters, even tbe secondary ones, and 
to invent their stories. “Otherwise I 
■Wouldn't have any fun. and I have to enjoy 
myself.” A team of a ss i stants is respon- 
sible for the background, among the books’ 
most cherished qualities. In effect, an 
automobile or a sailing ship in Tintin is 
always an identifiable type, drawn from 
life or reliable supporting documents; in a 
few cases Tintin researchers required— and 
got— field trips. 

Sitting behind a large desk in the Hergfi 
studios on Brussels’s fashionable, tree-lined 
Avenue Louise, Mr. Remi expresses curios- 
ity as to how Americans are going to re- 
ceive his hero. Tintin is a European first 
of alL “If we show a medieval castle or a 
little Balkan king, Europeans identify at 
once." For its Initial try the American pub- 
lisher will be marketing paperback editions 
of four of the Tintin classics, in a transla- 
tion made lor the British publisher of the 
series, Methuen. 

His Identity 

Then who is Tintin? Georges Remi tries 
to explain: "If he was 14 or 15 years old 
back in 1920, he is about 18 now. He isn't 
an orphan, but his parents are never seen. 
He started out as a Belgian, but this is less 
apparent now: in fact he Is English in 
England. Swedish in Sweden." 

The Times Literary Supplement called 
Tintin “the nearest equivalent we have to 
that pillar of modem soviet criticism, the 
•positive hero'." "He is as righteous as 
Corneille’s characters.” Olivier Todd wrote 
in The Listener, "but be is not faced with 
their dilemmas." interestingly. Time 

magazine sees Tintin as akin to Little 
Orphan Annie in his morality. ("Like 
Annie, oddly enough Tintin has undevelop- 
ed eyes, she has circles but no dots; 
he has dots but no circles.”) 

“Tintin has been anti-Coznnnznist and 
has expressed other political convictions, 
but as he gets older, and I do, he takes 
fewer political stands and acts mare direct- 
ly an human problems.'' Mr. Remi said.
